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FOREWORD 

THERE  are  several  annotated  editions  of  Hermann  und 
Dorothea  available  for  the  American  student,  and  yet  I 
ani  glad  to  add  this  new  onje  to  a  most  creditable  list 
of  predecessors. 

Its  Vocabulary  is  designedly  complete,  that  the  book 
may  be  used  by  those  who  have  not  proceeded  far  with 
the  study  of  the  German  classics.  For  like  reason  the 
Notes  are  intended  to  explain  passages  and  construc- 
tions familiar  to  those  who  have  dealt  for  some  time 
with  the  syntactical  difficulties  of  more  advanced  Ger- 
mair  prose  and  poetry.  The  Eepetitional  Exercises 
(Fiugen)  based  upon  the  text  will  be  found  helpful,  if 
they  are  used  as  suggested  below  (page  vii).  They  will 
certainly  afford  the  teacher  opportunity  to  give  his  class 
some  much-needed  drill  in  the  ready  use  of  the  idiom 
which  it  is  attempting  to  master,  and  will  assist  the 
student  in  appreciating  the  beauty  and  structure  of  the 
text  as  nothing  else  could.  No  bibliography  has  been 
attempted,  other  than  to  mention  a  few  readily  accessible 
books,  for  long  lists  of  titles  in  an  edition  of  this  nature 
have  ever  seemed  to  me  absurd. 

The  Introduction  I  owe  largely  to  Victor  Hehn's 
charming  study  Uber  Goethes  Hermann  und  Dorothea 
(2d  edition,  Stuttgart  1898).  It  seems  scarcely  necessary 
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for  an  editor  to  write  anew  on  a  subject  which  has  been 
"so  exhaustively  treated  by  a  master  hand.  There  may 
be  two  minds  about  such  extensive  borrowing  from 
another's  treatment;  but  secure  from  the  carping  of 
the  chance  critic  —  and  all  criticism  is  casual  —  I 
rejoice  to  have  given  the  student  what  was  essential  of 
the  best  extant  analysis  of  the  poem.  Some  help  too 
I  have  derived  from  R.  M.  Meyer's  Goethe  and  from 
J.  G.  Robertson's  A  History  of  German  Literature  (New 
York  1902).  The  illustrations  especially  made  for  this 
edition  by  Mr.  Sears  Gallagher  from  the  Kaulbach  and 
Von  Ramberg  originals  can  scarcely  fail  to  add  to  the 
charm  of  the  story. 

I  am  indebted  of  course  to  the  editions  of  Hart, 
Hewett,  Thomas,  Palmer,  and  Hatfield ;  particularly  to 
the  last-named  for  the  condition  of  the  text,  which 
differs  from  that  of  his  edition  only  in  minor  matters  of 
orthography  and  punctuation.  The  form  of  a  word  as 
represented  in  Duden's  Orthographisches  Worterbuch 
(7th  edition)  was  considered  final,  and  as  to  punctu- 
ation each  editor  will  have  his  pedantic  preference  in 
any  moot  case. 

My  thanks  are  due  Dr.  H.  K.  Becker  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago  for  much  help,  particularly  in  the  matter 
of  the  Exercises,  also  Mr.  A.  C.  von  Noe  and  Dr.  Max 
Batt  for  assistance  in  reading  the  proofs.  Mr.  Byington 
of  the  Athenaeum  Press  has  contributed  many  a  valuable 
suggestion  and  given  loyal  aid  in  correcting  several 
errors  which  had  escaped  my  notice. 


TO   THE   TEACHER 

In  the  Fragen  which  precede  the  Notes  an  attempt 
has  been  made  to  set  up  a  series  of  exercises,  of  a  most 
helpful  kind,  which  will  permit  of  conversation  and 
composition  in  the  class-room.  But  they  should  be 
treated  flexibly  and  with  good  judgment.  Some  of  them 
are  very  easy,  that  the  student  may  be  encouraged  to 
persevere  in  his  attempt  to  overcome  a  natural  awk- 
wardness in  the  constructing  of  simple  German  sen- 
tences. Some  of  them  are  very  difficult  for  the  ordinary 
learner,  and  can  not  possibly  be  used  except  as  the  basis 
of  careful  study  in  expression  whether  oral  or  written. 
There  are  perhaps  too  few  of  one  kind  and  too  many  of 
another,  but  an  active  teacher  can  follow  the  suggestions 
contained  in  any  one  division  of  the  questions  and  meet 
the  exigences  of  his  particular  task  by  adding  others  of 
his  own  making.  And  many  may  be  cheerfully  omitted, 
likewise,  as  unfitted  for  the  individual  need  which  con- 
fronts him. 

Except  by  some  inadvertence  every  word  in  the  exer- 
cises will  be  found  in  the  Vocabulary.  It  is  therefore 
possible  for  the  student  to  construct  an  answer  to  any 
Frage,  if  he  is  but  willing  to  devote  sufficient  pains  to 
the  attempt.  Wherever  a  question  is  blind  or  not 
readily  understood  —  and  there  must  be  such  in  any 
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list  —  it  is  better  to  leave  it  at  once  than  to  dwell  upon 
it  despondently.  If  it  be  desired,  for  lack  of  time  or 
other  reason,  to  omit  the  questions  entirely,  there  is  no 
harm  in  their  presence  in  the  book.  Nothing  has  been 
added  to  the  cost  of  the  volume,  and  but  little  to  its 
bulk,  on  their  account.  But  I  shall  -be  slow  to  think 
that  it  is  not  of  much  value  to  an  edition  to  have 
within  its  covers  exercises  in  the  spoken  and  written 
language,  founded  directly  upon  the  text ;  since  a  con- 
stant complaint  to-day  is  that  there  is  much  teaching  of 
the  foreign  idiom  with  but  little  tangible  result  so  far  as 
practicality  is  concerned.  And  in  this  case  practicality 
and  ideal  meet,  for  every  added  German  word  which  the 
student  has  at  his  command  draws  him  just  so  much 
nearer  an  understanding  of,  and  interest  in,  German  life 
as  it  is  depicted  in  history  and  literature  ;  as  it  is  lived 
in  the  present.

INTRODUCTION 


THE  POET  AND  THE  POEM 

Goethe  wrote  Hermann  und  Dorothea  in  the  full  matu- 
rity of  his  creative  artistic  power.  A  new  springtide 
had  come  into  his  life  with  his  friendship  for  Schiller 
(1794)  and  a  renewed  impulse  to  productivity  had  been 
given  him.  For  some  years  Goethe  had  been  much  mis- 
understood by  his  people  —  withdrawn  from  active  par- 
ticipation in  the  events  of  the  world  about  him,  he  had 
worked  undisturbedly  at  his  art,  or,  at  utter  variance 
with  his  discredited  environment,  he  had  maintained 
a  grievous  silence ;  at  this  time  he  was  in  closer  com- 
munion with  the  spirits  of  antiquity  than  with  those  of 
his  own  day. 

In  earlier  years  he  had  given  direction  to  the  "  storm 
and  stress"  movement  by  his  Gotz  von  Berlichingen 
(1773)  and  his  Werther  (1774).  Freedom  of  action,  the 
untrammeled  development  of  the  individual,  the  sub- 
jective worship  of  one's  inner  self ;  these  had  been  the 
rallying-cry  of  the  literary  revolution  which  derived  its 
name  from  Klinger's  stirring  drama  Sturm  und  Drang 
(1775).  But  in  the  period  which  followed  Goethe's 
return  from  the  Italian  journey  a  change  had  come  in 
the  heart  of  the  poet  which  even  his  most  intimate 
friends  could  not  fathom.  In  Iphigenie  auf  Tauris 
(1787)  and  Tasso  (1789)  the  watchword  had  become 
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strictness  of  form,  self-discipline,  the  subduing  of  the 
emotional  side  of  life  to  the  reason  and  the  will.  In 
the  first  epoch  Rousseau  the  prophet  of  sentirnentalism 
had  been  the  honored  leader,  in  the  latter  time  Voltaire 
who  preached  the  gospel  of  reason.  In  former  days 
national  art,  national  materials,  and  national  life  had 
been  the  subjects  of  praise  and  effort ;  in  the  days  that 
followed,  the  classic  repose  of  the  Greeks  seemed  to 
Goethe  the  model  to  be  striven  for,  and  their  figures 
which  he  saw  in  spirit  spoke  to  him. 

Then  came  the  awakening.  The  loneliness  of  the 
years  when  he  had  walked  alone,  troubled  at  the  discord 
between  unmated  art  and  life,  passed  from  him;  and 
mental  companionship  with  Schiller  became  necessary  to 
him.  Youth  returns,  albeit  with  a  tempered  enthusiasm, 
and  desire  for  new  work  possesses  him.  The  gathered 
snows  of  Goethe's  discontent  are  melted  in  the  fire  of  the 
younger  poet's  nature.  But  whereas  in  the  earlier  years 
of  immediate  feeling  everything  had  come  to  Goethe's 
vision  in  dramatic  form,  now  that  the  impulse  to  artis- 
tic creation  is  again  strong  upon  him  the  narrative  mold 
appeals  to  him  more  strongly. 

The  first  three  books  of  Wilhelm  Meisters  Lehrjahre, 
revived  after  years  of  waiting,  reach  Schiller  late  in 
1794 ;  but  the  transition  from  dramatic  to  epic  cast  may 
be  most  clearly  seen  in  the  Unterhaltungen  deutschcr 
Ausgewanderten,  which  appeared  in  the  same  year,  and 
which  may  be  fittingly  termed  an  epic  drama.  There 
follow  the  Episteln  in  hexameters,  the  Elegien,  and  the 
Epigramme ;  the  translation  Lebensbeschreibung  Benve- 
nuto  Cellinis  evidences  his  newly  awakened  pleasure  in 
narrative  prose.  But  closest  of  all  the  new  writings  in 
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form  and  spirit  to  Hermann  und  Dorothea  is  the  idyl 
Alexis  und  Dora  (1796).  Although  the  scene  of  it  is 
laid  in  Italy  and  was  suggested  undoubtedly  by  Goethe's . 
second  departure  for  Venice,  the  atmosphere  of  his 
newly  won  domestic  happiness  is  instinct  within  it,  as 
within  the  elegy  announcing  the  epic  with  which  we  are 
to  deal.  And  the  poet  writes  to  his  Swiss  friend  Meyer 
that  it  was  this  very  idyl  which  led  him  to  the  related 
field  of  epic  utterance  and  to  the  subject  of  Hermann 
und  Dorothea. 

In  the  years  when  vexation  with  the  narrowness  of 
his  German  surroundings  had  almost  totally  estranged 
him  from  poetry,  Goethe  had  written  verses  which  in 
content  and  form  approached  the  antique.  This,  then, 
is  not  the  new  achievement  in  Hermann  und  Dorothea. 
But  that  he  returned  in  it  to  the  depiction  of  German 
customs  and  German  contemporary  life,  this  is  the  tri- 
umph of  the  "  new  springtide."  And  how  fully  was  this 
justified  in  the  result !  With  the  exception  of  Werther 
none  of  Goethe's  writings  was  received  by  his  people 
with  so  spontaneous  a  delight.  Faust,  now  the  most 
popular  of  all  the  poet's  works,  won  its  recognition 
gradually  and  did  not  come  to  full  dominion  until 
it  appeared  in  its  later  form  during  the  sway  of  the 
Eomantic  School  (1808).  But  this  epic  was  so  Ger- 
man in  its  material,  made  so  direct  an  appeal  to  the 
human  heart,  and  yet  possessed  at  the  same  time  so 
delicate  and  perfect  an  artistic  form,  that  it  gained  uni- 
versal admiration.  Schiller  declared  the  poem  to  be  the 
pinnacle  of  modern  art,  Wilhelni  von  Humboldt  made 
it  the  basis  for  his  study  of  the  general  principles  of 
sesthetics,  and  August  Wilhelm  Schlegel  pronounced 
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it  a  book  full  of  the  golden  teachings  of  wisdom  and 
virtue.  Latter-day  critics  have  been  impelled  to  a  like 
praise. 

CLASSIFICATION  OF  THE  POEM 

An  idyl  (literally  "  a  little  picture  ")  is  a  poem  descrip- 
tive of  the  scenes  of  pastoral  or  rural  life,  apart  from 
the  pressure  and  conventions  of  the  great  world,  like 
the  idyls  of  Theocritus,  Goldsmith's  Deserted  Village,  or 
Burns's  Cottar's  Saturday  Night.  It  is  easy  to  recognize 
the  elements  in  Hermann  und  Dorothea  which  answer  to 
this  definition  :  the  isolation  of  the  landscape,  the  nar- 
rowness of  the  existence  depicted,  the  naivete  of  custom 
and  ideal  which  obtain,  the  bucolic  surroundings,  the 
nearness  of  unpretending  nature  and  its  share  in  the 
life  of  the  actors  of  the  poem,  the  bareness  of  a  plot 
which  focuses  the  interest  upon  the  thoughts  and  deeds 
of  unspoiled  men  and  women. 

And  yet  the  poem  is  an  epic,  or,  as  Jean  Paul  expressed 
it,  an  epic  idyl.  For  in  the  purely  human  existence  of 
a  small  German  town  Goethe  endeavored  to  reflect  as 
in  a  mirror  the  larger  movements  and  changes  of  the 
world-theater.  The  exiles  who  enter  the  poem  at  the 
very  beginning  are  idyllic  figures  in  that  they  and  their 
guiding  patriarch  bespeak  the  primitive  conditions  of 
nomadic  life,  and  still  they  are  symbolic  of  the  seething 
of  the  world  without.  At  intervals  throughout  the  action 
we  see  as  through  rifts  in  a  covered  sky  the  upheaval 
and  passion  of  national  life ;  and  the  close  of  the  poem, 
with  its  touching  picture  of  simple  love  and  betrothal, 
yet  points  a  warning  finger,  in  the  story  of  Dorothea's 
first  lover  as  well  as  in  Hermann's  closing  enthusiastic 
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words,  to  the  swarming  danger-clouds  on  the  outer  hori- 
zon. Freed  from  its  dross  in  an  epic  crucible  the  nature 
of  characters  and  scene  in  this  German  village  is  typical 
of  national  ideals.  The  quiet  life  described  in  the  poem 
is  idyllic,  but  the  outlook,  the  larger  cast  of  the  unob- 
truding  but  constantly  felt  background,  the  serenity  of 
experience  embodied  in  the  reflections  of  the  poet,  the 
great  world  imaged  in  the  microcosm  of  its  part  —  all 
these  work  together  to  make  the  epic  element  predom- 
inant. The  title  burgerlidfjeS  @po§  which  is  often  given  the 
poem  is  misleading  in  so  far  as  it  accentuates  the  purely 
bourgeois  effect  of  the  whole.  Better  is  it  to  say  with 
Gervinus,  the  penetrating  literary  historian :  "  Goethe 
was  led  to  compose  an  idyl,  but  when  he  had  finished, 
the  idyl  had  grown  to  be  an  epic." 


SOURCES  OF  THE  POEM 
I.  HOMER 

When  Goethe  wrote  Hermann  und  Dorothea  he  had 
Homer  ever  before  his  eyes  as  model,  and  this  by  his 
own  confession.  He  was  moreover  in  his  whole  tem- 
perament an  epic  poet.  His  life  unfolded  like  a  great 
epic  poem ;  for  the  current  of  it  never  seemed  to  stag- 
nate or  eddy  confusedly  for  a  moment,  however  much 
hostile  influences  from  without  might  impede  it,  but 
like  a  broad  and  placid  stream  it  swept  surely  by  the 
foot  of  every  threatening  cliff.  He  was  ever  fortunate 
in  the  perfect  accord  of  his  inner  life  with  nature,  and 
so,  in  an  age  which  made  its  appeal  to  the  cold  and  dry 
light  of  intellect,  he  remained  always  young.  "I  feel 
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clearly/'  he  writes  to  Schiller,  "  that  the  simple  attempt 
to  compose  a  real  tragedy  would  undo  me  completely." 
But  in  the  epic  world,  inviolate  from  the  suffering  of 
individual  freedom,  he  found  the  peace  which  pure  and 
simple  beauty  offers.  The  longer  he  lived,  the  farther 
did  Goethe  withdraw  from  Shakespeare,  the  more  closely 
was  he  drawn  to  Homer;  in  Sicily  he  meditated  long- 
over  the  plan  of  a  drama,  Na-usikaa,  which  was  to  deal 
with  the  Odyssey ;  in  later  days  he  began  a  heroic  poem, 
the  Achilleis  —  in  both  of  them  he  was  minded  to  rival 
Homer.  The  epic  partly  precedes  tragedy,  that  is,  it 
exists  before  the  breast  of  the  individual  has  been  de- 
structively troubled;  and  it  lies  partly  on  the  heights 
above  tragedy,  where,  after  the  overcoming  of  the  tor- 
ments and  contradictions  of  the  world,  conscious  recon- 
ciliation and  happiness  have  again  entered.  Goethe  was 
a  dweller  in  the  region  of  real  humanity  which  has 
weathered  the  storm. 

The  epic  poet  —  Goethe  as  well  as  Homer  —  is  like 
the  plastic  artist.  Each  passing  moment  under  descrip- 
tion is  caught  and  presented  concretely  to  the  eye,  so 
that  its  whole  content  remains  with  us.  This  explains 
the  tendency  of  the  epic  poet  to  dwell  upon^  episodes. 
In  the  drama  the  anxious  anticipation  as  to  the  outcome 
permits  of  no  hesitation ;  stroke  on  stroke  it  pursues  its 
goal.  But  Herder  is  right  in  characterizing  the  epic 
as  monotonous.  For  it  excludes  all  dramatic  hurry  and 
pressure,  all  lyric  emotion  and  unrest;  it  is  impartial. 
Its  depiction  of  events  carries  neither  praise  nor  blame 
with  it,  the  only  demand  is  that  each  moment  satisfy 
itself.  Whole  books  of  the  Iliad  are  but  episodes,  as  the 
fifth,  which  deals  with  the  bravery  and  deeds  of  Diomedes  j 
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and  in  these  books  countless  smaller  digressions  come 
to  be  small  epics  in  themselves,  have  their  own  life 
and  are  connected  loosely  with  the  current  of  the  main 
action.  Over  all  rules  epic  calm  —  the  livelier  interest 
of  lyric  and  drama  is  replaced  by  physical  concreteness, 
by  plasticity,  by  clarity  of  light,  and  by  the  unbroken, 
tangible  outline  which  charms  the  perceptive  sense. 

In  matter  and  form  then,  as  well  as  in  spirit,  Hermann 
und  Dorothea  breathes  the  same  atmosphere  as  Homer. 
In  both  of  them  national  life  has  been  presented  to  us 
in  the  limits  of  a  single  deed  or  situation ;  in  both  the 
characters  are  the  incarnation  of  the  typical  national 
spirit.  Both  are  clearly  objective,  giving  poetic  form 
to  reality  instead  of  seeking  to  make  real  things  of  the 
imagination.  Both  are  discursive,  but  never  fail  to  lend 
individual  worth  and  beauty  to  the  digression ;  equable, 
calm.  And  yet,  close  as  is  the  relationship  between 
Goethe's  poem  and  Homer,  it  can  not  be  said  that  the 
imitation  of  the  modern  poet  was  a  slavish  one.  Per- 
meated, rather,  by  Homer's  way  of  viewing  and  feeling 
things,  he  created  on  modern  ground  and  with  modern 
means  a  poem  which  makes  quite  the  same  cheerful, 
humane,  softly-stirring  impression. 

Still,  Goethe  has  now  and  again  adopted  formulae  from 
antiquity,  which  he  uses  with  a  sort  of  unruffled  superi- 
ority, even  at  times  with  a  scarcely  perceptible  touch  of 
irony.  Two  passages  remind  us  of  Vergil  and  Cicero  :  the 
words  of  the  venerable  magistrate  quieting  the  threaten- 
ing and  struggling  mob  by  his  mere  appearance  remind 
closely  of  the  lines  in  the  ^Eneid  beginning  Ac  veluti 
magno  in  populo;  the  same  person's  reflection  comparing 
carelessness  in  choosing  men  with  the  care  exercised 
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in  trading  cattle  and  sheep  seems  taken  bodily  from 
Cicero's  sentence  in  his  essay  on  Friendship,  beginning 
Sed  saepe  querebatur,  quod  omnibus  in  rebus  homines 
diligentiores  essent.  But  it  is  in  his  Homeric  lan- 
guage that  Goethe  evidences  again  and  again  his  model. 
Instances  of  this  are  Goethe's  apostrophe  to  the  muses, 
and  the  repeating  of  a  whole  passage  word  for  word,  as 
in  the  description  of  Dorothea's  costume.  The  detailed 
statement  of  the  harnessing  of  the  horses,  the  direct 
address  of  the  poet  to  the  character  in  the  poem,  the 
attaching  of  an  adjective  to  a  substantive  to  be  its  con- 
stant companion  irrespective  of  the  individual  context 
—  these  are  Homeric  usages.  In  Dorothea's  leave-taking 
from  her  friends  two  lines  (vii.  190,  198)  remind  closely 
of  a  recurrent  Homeric  verse.  And  other  formulae  are 
mit  fliegenben  2Borten,  mit  gefliigelten  SSorten,  ba  befall  ifjm 
fein  ©eift,  imb  fii|$e3  SBerlangen  ergriff  fie,  benn  3roiefpalt 
roar  mir  im  Bergen,  bet  roanbernbe  5Rann,  ein  $nedt)t  be§ 
roofylbegiiterten  9JJanne3,  ber  SRicfyter  con  biefen  fliicfytenben 
5ftannern,  —  the  last  three  examples  of  the  frequent 
Greek  paraphrase  with  "  man,"  -  —  the  constant  employ- 
ment of  the  formulae  of  affirmation  fiirroafyr  and  roafyrlitf), 
the  dative  as  complement  of  the  verb  fein  :  bent  ift  fein 
§erg  im  efyernen  23ufen,  bem  ifi  fein  ©inn  in  betn  §aupte, 
mtr  ift  im  tiefften  §er$en  befdjloffen,  ware  mir  jettf  nur  ©elb 
in  ber  Xafd)er  unb  eg  ift  mir  genug  baoon  im  $aften. 

Many  more  Homericisms  might,  it  is  true,  be  brought 
forward,  but  it  is  not  always  easy  to  determine  the  bound- 
ary where  these  borrowings  begin  and  where  the  native 
German  method  of  expression  ceases,  for  the  foreign 
coloring  often  hovers  like  an  almost  invisible  breath 
over  the  national  speech. 
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II.  VOSS'S  LUISE 

The  word  of  A.  W.  Schlegel  is  true  :  "  Posterity  will 
always  remember  Luise  because  she  presented  Dorothea 
for  baptism."  Published  in  1783,  revised  as  a  complete 
whole  in  1795,  the  Luise  of  Johann  Heinrich  Voss,  a 
North  German  poet,  is  in  many  ways  a  poem  closely 
related  to  Hermann  und  Dorothea.  It  transported  the 
idyllic  character  of  the  Vicar  of  Wakefield  to  Germany 
in  the  guise  of  the  Pastor  of  Grtinau,  and  was  of  much 
historic  importance  in  that  it  created  of  the  serene 
rural  environment  of  provincial  Germany  the  background 
for  idyllic  poetry.  Goethe  acknowledges  that  he  was 
largely  influenced  by  it  in  the  manner  of  his  writing. 
In  a  letter  to  Schiller  of  February  28th,  1798,  he  says : 
"  I  still  remember  right  well  the  pure  enthusiasm  witli 
which  I  received  the  Pastor  of  Grlinau,  when  he  first 
made  his  appearance  in  the  Merkur.  How  often  I  read 
him  aloud,  so  that  I  still  know  a  large  part  of  the  poem 
by  heart ;  and  this  'was  very  helpful  to  me,  for  my  pleas- 
ure became  productive  and  enticed  me  to  this  sort  of 
poetry,  which  gave  birth  to  Hermann,  and  who  knows 
what  may  still  come  of  it  ?  "  Again,  in  his  elegy  (printed 
below)  he  writes  :

Schiller  himself  said  of  Luise:  "This  idyl,  although 
not  free  from  sentimental  effects,  belongs  quite  to  the 
naive  genre,  and  copes  successfully  with  the  best  Greek 
models  because  of  its  individual  truth  and  its  sterling 
character.  It  can  not  be  compared  with  any  modern 
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poem  of  its  class,  but  only  with  the  Greek  models,  with 
which  it  shares  the  rare  advantage  of  affording  us  a 
pure,  definite,  and  ever  equal  pleasure."  Just  what  we 
have  discovered  in  Hermann  und  Dorothea  Schiller  finds 
in  Luise:  the  antique  spirit,  simplicity  of  conception 
and  depiction. 

The  Luise  is  an  idyl  and  describes  domestic,  narrow 
conditions ;  simple,  morally  pure,  genial  persons.  The 
habits  of  a  country  parson's  establishment  in  North  Ger- 
many are  offered  us  with  all  detail  and  circumstance. 
Luise,  the  daughter,  is  married  to  the  candidate  Wal- 
ther  and  goes  to  Seldorf  as  the  wife  of  the  future  Pastor 
of  Grtinau.  The  venerable  parson,  the  busy  mother  and 
housewife,  the  provincial  neighborhood,  Hans  the  ser- 
vant, Susanne  the  maid,  compose  an  unassuming  coun- 
try circle  whose  doings  touch  us  by  .their  many  traits  of 
real  humanity.  Thus  far  the  poem  contains  the  same 
basic  note  as  Hermann  und  Dorothea,  like  which  it  is 
couched  in  hexameters.  The  latter  is,  however,  not  only 
an  idyl  but  an  epic  as  well.  It  is  connected  by  a  thou- 
sand threads  with  all  the  outer  world  of  which  it  is  a 
piece  ;  every  single  emotion  empties  out  into  the  current 
of  great,  objective,  world-moving  forces,  while  in  Luise 
the  glance  remains  fixed  upon  the  petty  family  happen- 
ings of  the  small  parsonage.  In  Hermann  und  Dorothea 
the  ideal  figures  are  universal  types  of  human  existence, 
their  life  sums  the  wide  issues  which  confront  society;  in 
Voss's  Luise  a  genre-painter  copies  carefully  and  exactly 
the  smallest  particulars  of  reality.  Eating  and  drink- 
ing, the  meal  from  its  first  to  its  last  dish,  clothes,  the 
dressing-gown,  the  long  pipe,  the  entire  furnishings  of 
the  house,  each  adjustment  of  daily  life,  are  presented  in 
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detailed  description ;  but  the  picture  will  not  awaken  to 
life,  it  remains  dead.  Goethe's  characters  are  types 
and  individuals  at  the  same  time  ;  Voss's  people  are 
creatures  of  thought  and  reflection.  A  certain  mechan- 
ical manner  pervades  the  whole  ;  fineness  of  technique 
is  lacking  as  in  all  of  Voss's  poems.  The  imitations 
of  Homer  and  the  ancients  are  nowhere  so  grace- 
fully interwoven  into  the  fabric  as  in  Goethe ;  they 
remain  more  or  less  foreign  pieces  to  jut  forth  from 
the  ordinary  utterance,  and  do  not  merge  into  the  stream 
of  it. 

And  yet  such  harsh  judgment  as  the  above  is  possible 
only  when  the  comparative  poetic  worth  of  Luise  and 
Hermann  und  Dorothea  is  being  contrasted.  Regarded 
as  a  separate  performance  it  contains  much  beauty. 
Voss  painted  many  sides  of  the  North  German  life  and 
surroundings  successfully  —  and  that  he  did  not  exhaust 
the  depth  and  extent  of  the  German  people,  that  the 
sweep  of  his  patriotism  was  too  narrow  and  weak,  can 
scarce  be  counted  as  a  fault  against  him.  The  great 
cultural  value  of  the  Luise  will  remain  :  that  it  brought 
Goethe  to  perform  a  like  task  with  it.  As  Herder  aided 
Goethe  in  his  lyrics  to  turn  from  artificial  trifling  to 
pure  and  simple  reality,  so  Voss  served  the  master's 
need  in  leading  him  from  closer  copying  of  antique 
sources  to  the  beauty  of  every-day  life  about.  This 
is  Luise's  legacy  to  Dorothea;  the  other  oft-cited  one 
of  phrases,  epithets,  and  figurative  descriptions  must 
count  as  chaff  beside  it.  A  close  comparison  of  the 
two  poems  from  the  formal  side  will  only  tend  to  make 
clear  the  beggarly  nature  of  Luise's  influence  in  this 
regard. 


xxii  INTRODUCTION 

HI.  KLOPSTOCK'S  MESSIAS 

If  Voss's  poem  suffers  from  lack  of  ideality,  Klop- 
stock's  epic  is  wanting  in  exactly  the  opposite  regard. 
Art  can  ill  spare  concreteness,  and  Klopstock  has  set 
in  action  mere  religious  abstractions,  quite  without  the 
charm  of  living  presence,  of  warm  pulsating  life.  In  his 
eighteen  thousand  hexameters  there  is  no  shading  and 
individualizing  of  characters  as  in  Goethe's  poems  — 
the  actors  seem  but  disguised  abstractions  of  good  and 
bad,  of  omnipotence  and  impotence.  There  is  in  Hermann 
und  Dorothea  no  trace  of  motive  or  purpose  ;  Klopstock, 
on  the  other  hand,  is  an  orthodox  theologian  with  dog- 
matic intentions.  Why,  then,  should  the  Messias,  which 
has  long  remained  unread,  be  called  in  question  when 
the  sources  of  Goethe's  epic  are  mentioned?  In  1748, 
the  year  before  that  of  Goethe's  birth,  the  first  three 
cantos  of  the  Messias  in  hexameters  were  published. 
They  were  for  their  time  the  first  German  epic,  for  at 
that  hour  Germany  knew  nothing  of  her  older  epic  lit- 
erature, the  Nibelungenlied,  Parzival,  and  Tristan  und 
Isolde;  more  than  this,  they  were  the  first  actual  creation 
in  modern  German  literature.  The  Messias  was  music, 
pervaded  by  a  rich  sentimentality  long  unknown  to 
German  expression,  native  and  national.  It  swept  on 
wings  of  enthusiasm  to  greet  all  that  was  Germanic. 
Vague,  sentimental,  and  elegiac  it  may  be,  instead  of 
concrete,  real,  and  containedly  cheerful ;  but  although 
long  before  it  was  concluded  (1773)  a  new  genera- 
tion had  arisen  which  demanded  the  fierce  action  and 
plastic  figures  of  the  theater  instead  of  the  passivity 
of  Klopstock,  yet  in  its  warmth  and  frank  emotional 
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surrender  the  Messias  was  the  beginning  of  the  road 
which  ended  in  the  true  German  soil  of  Hermann  und 
Dorothea. 

IV.   THE   SALZBURG  ANECDOTE 

Some  sixty-five  years  before  Goethe  undertook  the 
writing  of  his  epic,  many  thousand  Protestants  had  been 
expelled  from  the  borders  of  the  Archbishopric  of  Salz- 
burg as  the  result  of  a  bitter  religious  controversy.  In 
the  winter  of  the  year  1731  they  were  driven  with  every 
cruelty  from  their  homes,  and  wandered  to  the  neigh- 
boring provinces  of  Germany,  many  of  them  finding 
ultimate  refuge  in  Prussia.  It  was  but  natural  that 
much  should  be  written  about  this  event  which  stirred 
all  hearts,  and  one  contemporary  pamphlet  which  con- 
tained stories  of  the  wanderings  of  the  exiles  came  to 
the  notice  of  Goethe.  It  was  entitled  Kindly  Gera  to 
the  Salzburg  Emigrants  (1732);  and  among  other  tales 
relating  to  the  part  played  by  Gera,  a  city  some  thirty 
miles  from  Weimar,  in  providing  for  the  unfortunates, 
the  book  contained  the  following  story  of  the  "  wonder- 
ful marriage,"  which  was  the  undoubted  source  of  the 
theme  of  Goethe's  poem  : 

"  In  Alt-Muhl,  a  town  situated  in  the  Ottingen  region, 
a  very  excellent  and  well-to-do  citizen  had  a  son  whom 
he  had  often  admonished  to  marry,  although  he  had 
never  been  able  to  bring  him  to  do  so.  But  now  when 
the  Salzburg  emigrants  took  their  way  through  this 
town  there  was  in  their  midst  a  person  who  so  pleased 
this  man  that  he  resolved  in  his  heart  to  marry  her,  if 
he  could  accomplish  it.  Whereupon  he  inquired  of 
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the  other  Salzburgers  regarding  the  girl's  character  and 
family  and  learned  that  she  came  of  good,  honest  people 
and  had  ever  conducted  herself  well,  but  had  separated 
from  her  parents  for  religion's  sake  and  had  left  them 
behind  her. 

"  Hereupon  this  man  goes  to  his  father  and  announces 
that  whereas  he  has  often  been  urged  to  marry,  he  has 
now  chosen  for  himself  a  wife,  if  his  father  will  permit 
him  to  take  her.  Now  when  the  father  seeks  to  know 
who  she  may  be,  the  son  tells  him  that  it  is  a  Salzburg 
girl  who  has  captured  his  fancy,  and  that  if  she  be  not 
allowed  him  he  will  never  wed.  The  father  is  fright- 
ened at  this  statement  and  seeks  to  talk  him  out  of  his 
humor,  and  to  this  end  he  summons  some  of  his  friends 
and  a  pastor,  that  by  their  good  offices  they  may  change 
the  current  of  his  thought;  but  all  in  vain.  When 
therefore  the  pastor  finally  surmises  that  God  may  be 
working  mysteriously  in  this  matter,  so  that  it  may 
work  for  the  best  of  both  the  son  and  the  wandering 
girl,  they  at  last  give  their  consent  and  yield  to  the 
son's  fancy. 

"  The  latter  goes  at  once  to  the  Salzburg  maiden  and 
asks  her  how  she  likes  it  here  in  this  country.  And 
she  answers,  Very  much,  sir.  He  further  questions  if 
she  would  care  to  work  for  his  father.  To  which  she 
replies,  Yes  indeed ;  if  he  will  but  accept  her  service, 
she  will  wait  upon  him  faithfully  and  well.  And  she 
proceeds  to  enumerate  all  her  accomplishments,  how  she 
can  feed  the  cattle,  milk  the  cow,  till  the  field,  make 
hay,  and  much  more  of  the  same  sort.  Then  does  the 
son  take  her  away  with  him  and  present  her  to  his 
father. 
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"  Now  the  father  asks  the  girl  if  his  son  pleases  her, 
and  if  she  will  marry  him.  .But  she,  ignorant  of  this 
matter,  believes  that  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  tor- 
ment her,  and  returns,  Ah,  but  it  is  not  fair  to  jest  with 
her  !  The  son  has  chosen  her  as  a  maid-servant  for  the 
father,  and  if  he  will  have  her  she  will  serve  him  faith- 
fully and  earn  her  daily  bread.  Yet,  when  the  father 
repeats  the  question  and  the  son  gives  evidence  of  his 
earnest  desire  for  her,  she  declares,  If  it  is  meant  in 
earnest  she  will  be  well  content,  and  she  will  care  for 
the  son  as  for  the  apple  of  her  eye.  Then  when  the 
young  man  offers  her  a  marriage  token  she  thrusts  her 
hand  in  her  bosom,  saying,  She  must  also  give  a  wed- 
ding portion ;  whereupon  she  hands  him  a  purse  in 
which  there  are  two  hundred  ducats." 

If  we  compare  this  narrative  with  Goethe's  poem 
based  upon  it,  the  whole  difference  between  the  bare 
incident  and  the  ideal  occurrence  born  of  the  imagina- 
tion will  be  made  manifest.  The  poet  adopted  a  double 
method  of  procedure  with  the  raw  material  after  he  had 
divested  it  of  all  casualty.  First  he  invested  it  with  a 
soul,  with  a  living  idea,  and  then  he  created  a  form  for 
it  and  worked  it  out  into  circumstantial  individuality. 
What  the  anecdote  contained  was  a  domestic  happening, 
a  marriage  brought  about  in  a  little  town ;  family,  de- 
scription of  the  spirit  of  morality  ruling  in  the  family 
and  in  the  burgher  class,  the  contrasting  of  this  spirit 
with  the  discord  of  historical  strife — this  became  con- 
sequently the  idea  of  the  poem. 

To  complete  the  family  the  mother  was  necessary; 
the  number  of  friends  which  the  anecdote  mentioned  was 
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reduced  to  two  for  the  sake  of  graphicality  ;  with  father, 
mother,  son,  two  intimate  friends,  and  the  daughter  to 
join  them  later,  the  family  circle  was  complete.  The 
landlord,  the  pastor,  and  the  apothecary  represent  the 
three  chief  figures  of  the  town.  That  the  girl  offers 
the  youth  a  wedding  portion  of  two  hundred  ducats 
was  omitted  as  an  impure  addition  and  therefore  unreal. 
The  material  thus  roughly  molded  must  be  motivated  on 
every  hand,  brought  closer  to  the  auditor  by  individual 
enlivening,  presented  to  the  imagination  as  concrete  in 
time,  locality,  and  circumstance. 

With  the  firm  hand  of  the  sculptor  the  poet  has 
sketched  out  his  plan  logically,  carried  it  surely  through, 
defined  the  locality  so  closely  that  a  German  may  recog- 
nize in  it  his  own  paternal  dwelling,  chosen  the  time  so 
happily  that  family  and  citizens  seem  at  just  this 
moment  to  be  pervaded  by  the  truest  touch  of  the 
warmth  of  life.  The  religious  strife  of  the  Salzburgers 
was  a  forgotten,  comparatively  petty  happening;  the 
poet  cast  it  aside  and  replaced  it  by  the  French  Revolu- 
tion which  shook  to  its  foundations  the  quiet  existence 
of  the  private  citizen.  And  Alt-Muhl  the  Thuringian 
town  became  accordingly  a  town  on  the  Khine. 

V.   THE   CAMPAIGN   IN   FRANCE. 

Goethe  followed  the  invitation  of  his  sovereign,  Duke 
Karl  August  of  Weimar,  to  join  the  campaign  of  1792 
which  Austria  and  Prussia  undertook  against  the  French 
revolutionary  government  in  favor  of  monarchy.  At  first 
it  looked  as  though  a  successful  termination  of  the  cam- 
paign would  place  Paris  in  the  hands  of  the  allies,  and 
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the  French  were  ready  to  abandon  their  capital  for  a 
point  further  south  the  moment  that  the  enemy  ap- 
peared ;  but  the  allies  were  overcome  before  they  were 
well  in  French  territory,  and  the  six  weeks'  invasion 
came  to  a  sudden  end  with  the  defeat  suffered  at  the 
hands  of  the  republican  general,  Dumouriez.  Thus 
Goethe  participated  in  the  terrors  and  sad  experiences 
of  the  retreat  from  Valmy,  and  here  it  was  that  he 
became  acquainted  with  many  a  stirring  scene  which 
he  afterwards  introduced  into  his  story.  Goethe  pub- 
lished his  experiences  during  this  campaign  and  that 
of  the  next  year,  which  terminated  in  the  siege  of 
Mainz,  in  his  Campagne  in  Frankreich  and  Belagerung 
von  Mainz,  and  in  these  books  we  may  find  the  source 
of  more  than  one  happening  in  the  poem.  As  has  been 
elsewhere  stated,  the  original  of  the  SKodjnerin,  of  the 
polite  French  children,  of  Dorothea's  first  betrothed,  of 
the  misery  and  confusion  attendant  upon  the  flight  of 
the  exiles  before  the  enemy,  of  the  danger  from  the 
lawlessness  and  lust  of  the  fugitive  soldiers,  can  be 
found  vivid  and  rough  in  the  narrative  of  Goethe's  war 
experience. 

More  important,  however,  than  these  detail  happen- 
ings, is  the  undoubted  fact  that  Goethe  changed  the 
background  of  his  story  from  that  of  the  Salzburg  anec- 
dote to  that  of  the  near  revolution  because  of  the  strong 
impression  which  the  campaigns  made  upon  him.  It 
was  then  not  the  French  Revolution  viewed  at  a  dis- 
tance and  considered  in  the  quietude  of  home  that  he 
thought  of  —  it  was  the  time  of  stress  which  he  had 
himself  known  which  added  such  color  to  his  writings. 
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TIME  AND  PLACE 

The  poet  places  us  in  a  town  on  the  Ehine  at  the  time 
of  the  French  Revolution.  It  lies  aside  from  the  great 
highway  of  travel,  in  a  happy  isolation,  for  in  such  quiet 
solitude  could  the  distinctly  domestic  trend  of  life  be 
best  developed  and  preserved.  Our  town  is  in  the  cen- 
tral part  of  the  Ehine  region,  in  the  wine-bearing,  fruit- 
ful, populous  district  where  the  customs  of  the  people 
are  more  natural,  where  the  blood  flows  more  lightly  and 
merrily.  Here  was  the  home  of  Goethe,  here  he  had 
passed  the  years  of  his  youth:  born  in  Frankfurt,  he 
had  spent  in  Strassburg  those  two  years  which  had  come 
to  be  among  the  most  important  of  his  life  by  reason 
of  his  love-affair  with  Friederike  in  Sesenheim  and  the 
literary  revolution  which  he  had  undergone.  There  lie 
the  roots  of  his  poetry. 

He  who  comes  from  North  Germany  and  crosses  the 
Main  river  feels  at  once  the  full  life  and  the  simple 
happiness  which  breathes  from  the  home-surroundings 
and  youth  of  Goethe.  Here  the  poet's  lyrics  were  con- 
ceived and  born ;  here  he  imbibed  from  earliest  youth 
the  concrete  and  graceful  vernacular  of  that  old-German 
manner  which  seems  so  native,  which  stirs  inevitably  to 
a  tender  smile.  Here  he  found  in  the  ready  sympathy 
with  life,  in  the  fullness  of  vision  which  it  carried  with 
it,  a  preservative  against  the  dull  and  tenacious  ped- 
antry of  school ;  here,  finally,  in  the  atmosphere  of  freer 
morals  on  the  boundary  of  bright  and  sunny  France,  were 
woven  and  unraveled  again  and  again  the  bonds  of  love 
in  a  way  unintelligible  to  the  dwellers  in  another  clime. 
All  the  poetry  of  Goethe  is  the  later-budding  of  his  Main 
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and  Rhine  sojourn,  and  it  may  be  asserted  that  Hermann 
und  Dorothea  is  not  only  enacted  in  this  environment, 
but  is  sprung  from  its  very  essence.  The  emotions 
remembered  from  Goethe's  childhood,  and  old  impres- 
sions of  his,  enliven  the  narrative  of  these  characters 
and  scenes.  The  poet  was  born  of  the  citizen  class  there 
and  remained  ever  in  close  touch  with  it,  despite  all  the 
aristocratic  coldness  which  he  later  acquired. 

We  are  to  imagine  a  town  in  one  of  the  side  valleys 
of  the  Rhine ;  built  of  frame-work,  with  an  outer  wall 
and  a  dry  moat  about  it.  It  contains  an  industrious 
population  full  of  mirth,  curiosity,  and  activity ;  in 
addition  to  the  business  of  the  town,  grape-culture  and 
farming  are  carried  on.  In  the  market-place  stands  the 
new,  green-painted  house  of  the  rich  merchant  with  its 
large  window-panes  and  its  white  stucco-work  on  the 
green  panels.  And  from  this  we  learn  by  implication 
that  the  other  houses  have  windows  with  little  panes, 
hexagonal  in  shape  and  set  in  lead.  On  the  public  square 
too  stand  the  Angel  Pharmacy  and  the  Inn  of  the  Golden 
Lion,  whose  landlord  is  Hermann's  father.  In  the  years 
following  the  great  fire  which  visited  the  town  these 
were  the  finest  houses  of  all,  but  they  are  now  outshone 
by  the  dwelling  of  the  merchant.  And  we  learn  that  the 
gilt  image  of  the  archangel  Michael  is  quite  brown  from 
the  stress  of  wind  and  weather. 

With  the  inn  are  connected  the  great  yards,  garners, 
and  stables ;  the  ample  garden  adjoins  them  with  its 
orchard  and  its  cabbage-rows  which  reach  to  the  city  wall 
and  end  in  an  arbor  of  honeysuckle.  Here  an  ancestor 
of  the  landlord,  a  worthy  mayor  of  the  town,  had  been 
permitted  as  an  especial  favor  to  break  a  postern-gate 
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in  the  wall,  in  order  to  avoid  the  long  detour  to  the  city 
gate.  Outside  of  this  postern  and  across  the  moat  rises 
the  vineyard,  to  which  a  covered  trellis  leads  by  a  flight 
of  rough  stone  steps ;  on  either  side  of  this  there  grow 
great  white  and  purpling  grapes  not  for  the  press  but 
for  the  table,  and  the  rest  of  the  hill  is  covered  by 
smaller  grapes  which  are  made  into  sweet  wine.  A  door 
leads  from  the  vineyard  to  the  broad  rear  of  the  hill,  to 
the  golden  field  of  grain,  and  to  the  pear-tree  which 
marks  the  limit  of  the  fields  that  belong  to  the  landlord. 
It  can  be  seen  far  and  wide,  its  fruit  is  celebrated ;  in  its 
shadows  the  reapers  partake  of  the  noonday  meal  and  the 
shepherds  rest  with  their  flocks.  Its  trunk  is  surrounded 
with  high  banks  of  sod  and  stone.  Two  of  the  most  touch- 
ing and  lovely  scenes  of  the  poem  take  place  beneath  it. 

From  the  path  which  leads  beyond  the  tree  one  can  see 
the  tower  of  a  village  with  the  houses  and  surrounding 
gardens  in  the  near  distance.  There  lies  a  broad,  grassy 
village  green,  shaded  by  ancient  lindens,  the  amusement- 
place  of  the  peasants  and  townspeople  of  the  vicinity. 
Under  the  trees  a  well  is  hollowed  out,  with  steps  lead- 
ing down  to  it;  a  wall  encloses  the  eternal  spring  of 
water,  and  stone  resting-benches  adjoin  it.  A  splendid 
scene,  the  meeting  of  the  two  lovers,  their  talk  as  they 
draw  from  the  well  together,  finds  here  an  adequate  set- 
ting. The  linden  on  the  village  green  was  ever  a  national 
place  of  rustic  gathering  and  amusement  —  its  praises 
sound  in  German  poetry  as  do  those  of  the  plane-tree  in 
ancient  poetry.  Parzival  and  Tristan  und  Isolde  tell  of 
its  charms. 

The  whole  landscape  of  Hermann  und  Dorothea  is 
not  described  as  a  thing  apart,  not  as  a  bit  of  opening 
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description  here  and  there  that  is  presented  to  us  ab- 
stractly, quite  without  the  realm  of  human  activity  and 
sympathy.  All  the  traits  of  nature  are  simply  woven 
into  the  thread  of  the  narrative,  enter  the  unfolding  of 
the  plot  naturally,  carry  the  theme  of  it,  and  breathe  the 
same  living  cheerful  atmosphere  of  tangibility. 

The  season  of  the  year,  with  its  attendant  weather 
and  sky,  joins  closely  with  the  landscape.  Half  a  day 
suffices  for  the  action ;  begun  at  noon,  it  is  finished  by 
evening.  It  is  late  summer,  the  sun  burns  hotly,  not  a 
cloud  is  to  be  seen  in  the  sky.  In  the  entry  of  the  inn 
there  is  cool  shade  to  be  sure,  but  the  flies  hover  above 
the  glasses,  and  if  one  would  drink  and  rest  quite  at  his 
ease  one  must  withdraw  to  the  inner  rooms  where  the 
thick  walls  shut  out  the  heat.  Hermann,  who  has  made 
a  trip  to  the  neighboring  village,  rests  his  horses  in  the 
shade  of  the  trees,  and  as  they  hasten  homewards  the 
dust  rises  in  clouds  beneath  their  hoofs.  The  heavy 
golden  grain  waves  lazily  in  the  breeze,  the  harvest 
impends.  After  the  heat  of  the  day  the  full  moon  rises, 
and  with  it  comes  a  storm.  When  the  sun  set  it  had 
striven  with  masses  of  towering  clouds,  shining  through 
a  rift  here  and  there,  casting  a  short  and  glowing  illumi- 
nation over  the  region;  later,  when  darkness  has  settled 
down  upon  the  earth,  the  moon  looks  through  the  foliage 
fitfully,  till  it  is  at  last  quite  enveloped  in  black  thunder- 
clouds. Night  draws  closer  to  it  the  sinking  clouds, 
the  tempest  roars,  the  thunder  rolls,  great  gusts  of  rain 
sweep  down. 

And  this  simple  course  of  weather  is  indissolubly 
interwoven  with  the  actions  and  emotions  of  the  char- 
acters ;  sketched  in  at  the  right  moment  with  quick 
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strokes,  it  illumines  graphically  and  impressively  the 
moments  of  human  action.  How  splendidly  do  the 
moonlit  night  and  the  storm  accompany  the  home- 
coming of  Hermann  and  Dorothea  through  the  field  of 
grain  and  over  the  vineyard ;  suit  their  resting  under  the 
pear-tree,  their  shy  but  intimate  conversation,  their 
embrace  upon  the  steps  !  And  the  last  scene  in  the  inn, 
where  we  witness  the  completion  of  the  happiness  of  love 
and  family,  how  it  is  accentuated  by  the  storm  raging 
without  and  the  rain  which  pours  ceaselessly  down 
through  the  dark  night.  And  the  season  is  late  summer, 
when  for  a  few  short  weeks  northern  life  is  beneath  the 
sky  of  Greece,  when  men  dwell  out  of  doors  in  the  open. 

THE  CHARACTERS 

There  is  no  modern  poem  whose  figures  could  be 
more  easily  changed  to  marble,  whose  whole  art  is  so 
closely  related  to  the  clear  and  still  life  of  sculpture. 
Ideal  and  yet  concrete  in  outline — typical  and  yet  lack- 
ing but  the  breath  of  life  to  identify  them  one  and  all 
with  the  beings  of  our  every-day  experience. 

Despite  all  his  eccentricities  the  landlord  is  a  robust 
and  good-humored  man.  Prone  to  take  his  ease  and 
portly,  as  an  innkeeper  should  be ;  masterful  and  a  bit 
of  a  grumbler,  as  the  father  of  a  house  so  often  is. 
Overheated  by  a  glass  too  much  after  dinner  he  is  fault- 
finding and  hard  to  please,  but  in  the  repentance  that  is 
sure  to  follow  he  is  as  wax  in  the  hands  of  the  wife  who 
knows  his  moods  ;  he  yields  quickly  to  his  son's  mar- 
riage, to  avoid  tears  and  long  persuasions.  With  a  real 
love  for  externals  and  the  manners  of  the  fine  world, 
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but  with  quick  pity  for  suffering  and  a  hearty  embrace 
for  the  new  daughter-in-law,  however  much  she  has  run 
athwart  his  wishes.  A  town  councilor  who  quarrels 
harshly  with  his  colleagues,  who  lets  his  ill-humor  play 
about  him  ambiently  upon  the  innocent  inmates  of  his 
home,  and  yet  one  who  has  striven  ever  for  the  common 
good,  who  has  done  much  for  the  town's  weal. 

The  mother  is  a  real  woman  and  housewife.  Her 
realm  is  the  house  with  its  cellar  and  garden,  arid  here 
she  reigns  undisputedly.  On  her  way  through  the  gar- 
den to  seek  her  son  she  removes  unconsciously  several 
caterpillars  from  the  cabbage,  she  sets  aright  the  sup- 
ports of  the  fruit-trees.  In  accord  with  her  husband, 
she  still  has  to  soften  the  quick  words  and  the  violent 
utterance  to  which  his  hasty  temper  leads  him.  But 
she  is  close  in  heart  to  the  son  —  inclines  to  him  when 
he  suffers,  weeps  with  him,  reads  his  thoughts,  receives 
his  confessions,  and  scolds  the  father  who  is  impatient 
with  him.  The  son  never  leaves  the  house  without 
telling  his  mother  whither  he  is  bound.  The  parents 
remind  instinctively  of  the  father  and  mother  of  Goethe, 
for  in  the  poet's  house  the  clever,  prudent  mother  was 
often  the  secret  confederate  of  the  gifted  son,  when  his 
poet's  temperament  came  in  conflict  with  the  pedantic 
gravity  of  the  father.  In  Wilhelm  Meister  too  the  son, 
with  his  passion  for  the  theater  and  his  artistic  leanings, 
stood  with  his  new-born  love  as  remote  from  the  father 
as  Hermann  did  —  but  as  close  to  the  mother  in  trust 
and  understanding. 

Hermann  is  the  embodiment  of  the  German  temper- 
ament, of  the  national  peculiarities.  Faithful  and  dili- 
gent, genuine  and  stanch.  It  is  not  given  him  to  grasp 
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realities  with  quick  glance  ;  his  perception  is  slow,  but, 
once  attained,  it  never  fails  to  be  adequate  to  the  truth 
of  a  pure  and  ardent  spirit.  He  thinks  more  than  he 
speaks,  but  is  to  be  depended  upon  in  feeling,  in  word, 
in  the  work  which  is  intrusted  to  him.  In  intercourse 
with  his  fellows  he  is  awkward ;  his  whole  demeanor, 
his  clothes,  are  rustic  in  appearance ;  to  people  of  the 
great  world  he  seems  ridiculous,  and  he  is  without 
weapons  of  defense  before  their  cleverness.  But  with 
all  the  limitation  of  horizon  and  experience  Hermann  is 
pure  of  heart,  upright  and  tender  with  his  parents. 
Healthy,  of  large  stature,  with  strong  nerves,  he  is  an 
untainted  product  of  nature,  and  a  sure  instinct  leads 
him  to  know  what  is  fitting  ;  when  he  has  once  discov- 
ered this  he  holds  it  fast  before  the  whole  world.  And 
so  he  finds  Dorothea,  and  his  love  for  her  is  consonant 
with  his  character.  It  is  not  the  imaginative  over- 
stimulation  of  a  poetic  youthful  passion,  but  the  realiza- 
tion of  the  domestic  impulse  towards  marriage  —  of  the 
sincere  affection  which  is  sure  promise  of  enduring,  if 
prosaic,  happiness. 

Of  the  two  friends  of  the  family  group,  the  pastor  is 
the  intellectual  superior  in  the  ideal  world,  as  the 
apothecary  is  in  that  of  real  experience.  The  former 
is  no  narrow  and  circumscribed  village  minister.  In 
the  small-town  life  about  him  he  represents  the  deeper 
penetration,  the  wider  view.  He  knows  his  holy  writ, 
but  he  is  equally  well  versed  in  profane  history  and 
writing.  His  views  are  tolerant  and  colored  by  a  mild 
cheerfulness,  for  in  all  that  he  says  there  is  a  recogni- 
tion of  the  reason  and  order  which  lies  at  the  bottom  of 
the  seeming  confusion  of  the  world.  Perhaps  as  a  result 
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of  his  earlier  life  in  Strassburg,  where  he  has  been  tutor 
to  a  young  nobleman  and  has  come  to  know  the  greater 
world,  there  is  no  religious  fanaticism,  no  mock  pedantry 
about  him.  Generous  to  a  fault,  he  gives  away  his  little 
all  to  the  exiles.  Goethe  describes  him  as  a  young  man 
nearing  his  prime. 

The  character  of  the  apothecary  is  so  delicately  drawn 
that  it  is  difficult  to  grasp  this  light  and  yet  consistent 
figure.  Restless  and  nervous,  he  interrupts  the  speech 
of  all ;  so  alert  and  quick  is  he  that  he  often  misses 
his  goal  entirely.  He  is  full  of  worldly  wisdom  and 
prides  himself  not  a  little  upon  his  slyness  and  clever- 
ness, although  this  comes  to  light  now  and  then  in  the 
shape  of  a  vulgar  cunning  which  is  far  removed  from 
the  deeper  patience  and  reasonableness  of  the  pastor. 
Nowhere  is  this  clearer  than  in  the  moment  where  he 
advises  to  test  the  girl  with  whom  Hermann  has  fallen 
in  love.  The  pastor,  moved  by  the  beauty  of  Dorothea, 
feels  sure  of  the  loveliness  of  her  soul,  but  the  apothe- 
cary warns  against  putting  trust  in  outward  appearance 
and  reminds  him  that  one  must  not  judge  before  eating 
a  bushel  of  salt.  From  this  episode  we  may  read  the 
reason  why  the  apothecary  has  remained  a  bachelor, 
although  his  restlessness  and  selfishness  may  have  also 
contributed  to  keep  him  unmarried.  In  these  dangerous 
times,  he  says,  that  one  alone  is  happy  who  has  no  wife 
and  child  to  care  for  ;  but  how  willing  he  is  to  add  an 
unasked  blessing  when  the  lovers  are  betrothed  at  the 
end  of  the  story !  Comical  is  his  appearance  when  he  is 
forced  to  relinquish  the  reins  to  the  pastor  on  the  home- 
ward journey ;  no  less  amusing  is  his  charity  when, 
innocent  of  money,  he  presents  the  magistrate  with  a 
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few  pipefuls  of  tobacco  which  he  does  not  hesitate  to 
praise.  The  whole  character  is  delineated  with  a  light, 
graceful  irony  which  is  nowhere  overdone,  but  which  is 
noticeable,  as  it  were,  only  in  the  slight  smile  that 
appears  now  and  then  on  the  poet's  face. 

If  we  mention  the  magistrate  who  directs  the  emi- 
grants with  wisdom  and  dignified  earnestness,  as  a 
father  does  his  children,  or  as  an  old  oriental  patriarch 
his  wandering  people,  there  is  left  but  one  of  the  chief 
actors,  Dorothea. 

A  buxom  village  lass,  clothed  in  blue  plaited  dress, 
red  stomacher,  black  bodice,  and  ruff.  A  girl  who 
washes  and  carries,  drives  the  oxen  of  the  cart,  fetches 
water,  and  hires  out  as  maid-servant.  But  she  is  not 
lacking  in  tenderness.  She  aids  the  weak  mother,  chains 
the  children  to  her  with  love,  nurses  an  old  relative  with 
self-sacrificing  affection  until  his  death.  Her  eyes  may 
shine  with  intelligence  rather  than  with  love,  but  in 
the  closing  scene  there  is  revealed  to  us,  underneath  the 
exterior  of  robust  maidenhood,  a  delicate  nobility  of  soul 
and  a  real  virginal  refinement.  Dorothea  is  a  maiden 
from  the  west  border  of  Germany,  presumably  from  the 
electorate  of  Trier  or  Mainz  —  in  her  the  German  spirit 
mingles  with  the  fine  tact  and  judgment  of  the  French 
neighbors.  She  will  be,  it  is  easy  to  see,  the  favorite 
of  the  new-found  father. 

The  figure  of  Hermann  retires  somewhat  behind  that 
of  Dorothea :  he  is  the  yielding,  ardent,  deeply  moved 
temperament,  she  is  the  prudent,  positive  nature,  whose 
emotion  finds  immediate  utterance  in  action  ;  with  her, 
sympathy  breeds  immediate  desire  to  help.  Thus  in  this 
couple  do  we  find  again  the  characteristic  relationship 
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which  is  true  of  the  lovers  in  all  of  Goethe's  writ- 
ings. A  certain  softness  is  in  the  men,  who  are  one 
and  all  passive  and  captive  before  feminine  perfection ; 
witness  Weisslingen,  Werther,  Clavigo,  Egmont,  Tasso, 
Wilhelm  Meister,  Eduard.  The  womanly  ideal  was  pic- 
tured by  Goethe  incomparably ;  but  there  was  in  his 
nature  too  much  inherent  tenderness  to  permit  of  suc- 
cess in  the  portrayal  of  heroic  manliness.  There  are 
those  who  revolt  at  the  picture  of  Dorothea's  defense 
from  the  vagabond  soldiery,  at  the  theme  of  her  earlier 
betrothal,  at  her  detailed  care  of  the  naked  new-born 
child.  But  it  was  not  Goethe's  desire  to  present  to  us 
the  picture  of  a  fresh  and  ingenuous  maiden  overcome 
by  a  romantic  and  subjective  love.  Hermann  and 
Dorothea  do  not  confront  each  other  as  Romeo  and 
Juliet.  The  muse  of  the  poem  is  she  who  favors  sin- 
cere love,  who  helps  to  complete  the  union  of  a  winning 
couple ;  the  theme  of  the  whole  is  the  natural  trend 
towards  that  institute  of  marriage  which  is  based  upon 
unconscious  law,  which  renews  itself  with  sure  insistence 
from  generation  to  generation. 

GENESIS   OF    THE   POEM 

Goethe  carried  the  theme  of  Hermann  und  Dorothea 
about  with  him  for  several  years.  It  is  the  same  story 
with  much  of  the  poet's  writing  ;  he  broods  long  over 
a  subject,  it  ripens  slowly,  a  certain  hesitation  restrains 
him  from  undertaking  the  labor  and  the  pains  of  solu- 
tion, and  the  secret  treasure  is  too  dear  to  be  willingly 
shared  with  the  world  without.  Thus  many  a  concept 
of  Goethe's  was  lost  because  its  hour  of  utterance  never 
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came ;  others  remained  fragments,  sketches  merely ;  for 
others  still  the  time  of  precipitation  was  past,  because 
he  had  grown  too  old.  And  much  Goethe  gave  to 
Schiller.  But  the  moment  of  completion  of  Hermann 
und  Dorothea  was  a  rarely  happy  one.  He  had  not 
discussed  the  plan  with  any  one,  as  was  the  case  with 
Wilhelm  Meister,  so  there  was  no  inward  doubting,  no 
disturbing  reflection  ;  the  rapidity  of  composition  which 
Goethe  had  possessed  in  his  early  years  had  returned. 
The  writing  down  of  the  poem,  according  to  Schiller, 
progressed  with  such  inconceivable  ease  and  quickness 
that  for  nine  days  in  succession  Goethe  wrote  over 
one  hundred  and  fifty  hexameters  a  day.  The  com- 
position took  place  in  the  autumn  of  1796  partly  in 
Weimar  and  Jena,  partly  in  the  lovely  mountain  town 
of  Ilmenau.

Goethe  prefaced  his  epic  with  a  small  elegiac  poem 
entitled  Hermann  und  Dorothea,  which  is  to  be  found 
among  his  lyric  poems,  and  in  which  he  speaks  of  him- 
self, his  public,  and  his  work.  A  breath  of  naive  sim- 
plicity, a  spirit  of  intimate  confession,  pervade  these 
words.  They  should  be  read  after  the  epic,  if  one 
would  come  closer  to  the  amiable  poet  himself,  to  his 
house  and  his  person.  Interesting  are  the  literary  allu- 
sions in  the  poem  and  the  way  in  which  the  poet  under- 
stood how  to  disarm  unfriendly  criticism  by  the  grace 
of  his  elegiac  verses.  He  rejoices  (line  27)  that  F.  A. 
Wolf  has  attributed  the  epics  of  Homer  not  to  a  single 
poet  but  to  several  rhapsodists,  for  the  one  poet  was 
so  great  that  he  discouraged  imitation.  Voss  receives 
overpraise  for  his  Luise  —  vexatious  as  it  is  to  hear  the 
work  of  the  clumsy  fingers  of  the  Eutin  schoolmaster 
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mentioned  in  such  close  connection  with  Homer.  The 
whole  poem  which  follows  is  warm,  personal  in  tone,  a 
charming  confession :

So  you  would  deem  it  a  crime,  that  Propertius  once  inspired  me  ? 
That  Martial,  the  presumptuous  one,  associated  with  me  too  ?  That 
I  was  not  content  to  leave  the  ancients  behind  me  as  mere  objects 
of  school  study,  but  that  they  followed  me  to  Italy  and  were  cher- 
ished in  my  life  ?  That  I  strive  to  see  nature  and  art  as  they  are  ? 
That  no  empty  name  deceives  me,  that  no  dogma  limits  me  ?  That 
the  constraining  pressure  of  life  does  not  change  me  who  am  a  man  ? 
That  I  disdained  the  sorry  mask  of  hypocrisy  ?  Of  such  errors  as 
these,  which  thou,  O  Muse,  hast  actively  fostered,  the  rabble  accuses 
me,  for  it  sees  but  the  vulgar  in  me.  Nay,  even  the  better  ones,  good- 
humored  and  upright  though  they  may  be,  will  have  me  changed ; 
but  thou,  Muse,  alone  heldest  sway  over  me.  For  it  is  poetry 
alone  which  ever  renews  my  inner  youth  and  promises  to  do  so 
unto  the  end.  But  redouble  now,  goddess,  thy  divine  care.  Alas, 
the  hair  no  longer  curls  about  the  crown  of  my  head,  and  one  needs 
the  laurel-wreath  to  deceive  one's  self  and  others!  Was  it  not 
from  sheer  need  that  even  Caesar  crowned  himself  ?  If  thou  hast 
appointed  me  a  laurel-twig,  let  it  continue  to  grow  green  upon  its 
branch  and  give  it  sometime  to  a  more  worthy  one.  But  wind  me 
roses  enough  to  suit  a  homely  wreath ;  soon  the  silvery  lock  will 
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wind  its  way  through  it  as  a  lily.  May  the  wife  stir  the  fire  to 
cook  at  the  cleanly  hearth !  May  the  boy  in  play  busily  add  the 
twigs  to  it !  Let  there  be  no  lack  of  wine  in  the  cup !  In  to  me, 
talkative  friends,  who  are  of  like- mind  with  me  !  Wreaths  await 
you.  First  a  health  to  the  man  who  at  last  dared  free  us  from  the 
name  of  Homer  to  call  us  likewise  to  the  fuller  lists.  For  who 
would  dare  a  contest  with  the  gods,  and  who  with  the  One  ?  But 
to  be  one  of  the  Homers,  even  the  least,  is  beautiful.  Listen  then 
to  the  newest  poem ;  but  first  another  cup  !  May  the  wine,  friend- 
ship, and  love,  bribe  you  to  a  favorable  hearing.  I  introduce  you 
to  Germans,  to  a  humbler  scene,  where  close  to  nature's  heart 
man  still  grows  to  manhood  humanly.  May  the  spirit  of  the  poet 
accompany  us  who,  for  our  delight,  quickly  united  his  Luise  to  the 
worthy  friend.  And  ttie  sad  pictures  of  the  times  will  I  present  to 
you ;  but  courage  shall  conquer  in  the  healthy  race.  If  I  have 
enticed  the  tear  to  your  eye  and  infused  happiness  in  your  soul 
with  my  song,  then  come,  press  me  close  to  your  heart!  Wise 
then  be  the  converse  !  The  century  at  its  close  teaches  us  wisdom, 
for  whom  has  fate  not  put  to  the  test  ?  Recall  with  more  cheerful 
spirit  those  past  pains,  for  a  cheerful  mind  has  taught  you  that 
much  is  dispensable.  We  learned  to  know  men  and  nations ;  let 
us  then,  with  deeper  knowledge  of  our  own  heart,  find  satisfaction 
in  it. 

DICTION 

Even  as  the  bulk  of  the  poem  is  not  great,  when  one 
considers  the  richness  of  experience  which  it  contains, 
so  in  the  diction  of  Hermann  und  Dorothea  simplicity 
and  unpretending  modesty  are  the  characteristics  first 
to  meet  the  eye.  From  the  rich  treasure-house  of  words 
and  figures  which  his  language  contained  Goethe  chose 
the  most  inconspicuous  and  common.  He  is  in  fact 
so  sparing  of  verbal  adornment  that  the  unversed  are 
apt  to  declare  his  moderation  to  be  coldness,  his  thrift 
poverty. 
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The  extremest  lack  of  pretension  is  evidenced  in  the 
epithets  with  which  the  poet  characterizes  his  persons, 
and  everywhere  in  the  adjective  usage  with  which  he  de- 
nominates no  matter  what  degree  of  emotion  or  thought. 
This  simplicity,  however,  betokens  no  lack  of  power  to 
meet  the  situation.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  by  the  smallest 
means  that  the  poet,  attains  the  deepest  impression.  It 
is  the  very  truth  of  these  by  which,  as  by  magic,  he 
awakens  the  imagination  and  stirs  the  spirit.  No  false 
word  thrusts  itself  between  the  object  and  the  visualiza- 
tion of  it,  no  unsuited  flaw  troubles  the  translucent 
clarity  which  permits  us  to  look  into  the  innermost 
heart  of  the  poem.  Everything  merely  rhetorical,  all 
arraying  of  artificial  tropes  and  metaphors,  is  excluded. 
Thus  in' the  depiction  of  Hermann's  ]ove  there  is  no 
great  parade  of  words,  and  yet  there  are  passages 
devoted  to  it  which  fairly  glow  with  subtle  warmth. 
Again,  a  smaller  poet  than  Goethe  would  scarce  have 
given  over  his  opportunity  of  depicting  with  pomp  and 
circumstance  the  storm  which  overtook  the  two  lovers. 
But  the  whole  is  so  sketched  in  with  quiet  force  that 
the  reader  unconsciously  completes  the  picture  for 
himself. 

A  further  quality  of  the  diction  is  a  certain  epic  dif- 
fuseness,  a  comfortable  verbosity.  The  speech  flows 
everywhere  like  a  slow  broad-surfaced  current  from  one 
thought  to  another.  And  the  cast  of  the  sentences  and 
periods  which  prevail  in  the  poem  is  governed  by  the 
spirit  of  such  prolixity.  Ever  clear  and  natural,  the 
form  maintains  the  golden  mean  between  a  confused 
heaping  up  of  independent  clauses  and  the  rhetorical, 
intricate  method  of  sentence-structure.  A  recurrent 
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uniting  of  sentences  is  that  with  benn,  unb  fo,  fo  audj, 
even  when  what  follows  is  by  no  means  closely  related 
with  what  precedes.  And  just  in  this  matter  of  sen- 
tence-structure Hermann  und  Dorothea  might  be  used  as 
a  rich  source  of  instruction.  The  speech  flows  so  dis- 
connectedly and  yet  in  so  unbroken  a  cohesion;  the 
members  which  relate  to  one  another  are  often  so  far 
apart  without  ever  sacrificing  the  full  clarity  of  their 
relationship ;  the  epic  principle  of  episode  permeates  so 
completely  each'  individual  situation,  that  one  is  con- 
stantly reminded  of  that  unity  of  art  with  simplicity 
which  is  found  preeminently  in  Homer. 

But,  with  all  the  reality  and  naturalness  of  diction  in 
the  poem,  its  poetic  language  is  still  different  from  that 
of  common  life.  The  poet  attains  this  ideality  by  seem- 
ing not  to  leave  the  firm  ground  of  e very-day  utterance, 
nay,  by  appearing  to  settle  comfortably  down  upon  it. 
Carelessness  of  oral  speech  is  elevated  to  poetic  license, 
as  the  order  of  words  shows.  This  is  always  the  natural 
order  of  daily  conversation,  and  is  never  done  violence 
to,  shifted  about,  and  forced,  as  so  often  in  Voss  and 
Klopstock.  In  speaking  we  permit  a  word  that  has 
just  occurred  to  us  in  the  course  of  utterance  to  follow, 
whereas  it  should  have  preceded  ;  and  this  phenomenon 
Goethe  turns  to  frequent  account.  Thus  the  modifying 
genitive  is  separated  from  its  substantive  in  countless 
places  in  the  poem.  Here  too  may  be  classified  the 
postponing  of  the  adjective  with  the  article,  which  like- 
wise belongs  to  the  speech  of  common  life,  where,  just 
as  in  poetic  diction,  we  add  afterwards  the  forgotten 
attribute. 
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METER 

In  the  seventeenth  century  Opitz  formulated  modern 
German  prosody,  without  which  German  hexameters 
would  have  been  impossible.  The  rule  as  stated  by 
him  was  that  not  the  external  quantity  of  a  syllable, 
measured  by  length  or  shortness  of  vowel  or  by  colli- 
sion of  consonants,  determined  the  nature  of  it,  as  it 
did  in  Greek  verse;  but  what  made  a  syllable  long  in 
German  was  its  weight;  and  length  and  accent  were 
identical. 

The  name  hexameter  is  given  by  preference  to  the 
dactylic  hexameter,  also  called  the  heroic  or  epic  verse 
because  of  its  large  use  in  Greek  and  Roman  epic  poetry. 
It  is  a  compound  verse,  consisting  of  two  members  sep- 
arated by  a  caesura  or  pause  which  makes  two  divisions 
of  three  feet  each,  or  one  of  two  and  one  of  four  feet. 
The  heroic  hexameter  never  consists  of  six  dactyls 

(_  w  w),  the  last  foot  being  always  a  spondee  ( )  or, 

as  the  last  syllable  of  a  line  is  either  long  or  short,  a 
trochee  (_  w)  may  be  substituted  for  a  spondee.  The 
fifth  foot  is  rarely  a  spondee,  but  the  latter  may  always 
be  used  for  a  dactyl  in  any  of  the  first  four  places. 
A  verse  with  a  spondee  as  fifth  foot  is  said  to  be 
spondaic. 

Klopstock  was  the  first  to  break  with  the  tradition 
of  quantitative  Latin  meters  and  to  form  hexameters 
after  the  modern  law  of  an  accentuating  rhythm.  His 
rather  faulty  verses  were  further  perfected  by  Voss. 
This  poet  sought  to  bring  the  German  hexameter 
close  to  the  technical  strictness  of  the  old  models;  he 
took  much  pains  with  his  spondees,  avoided  as  far  as 
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possible  the  trochee,  created  artificial  dactyls,  determined 
what  syllables  must  be  long,  what  ones  short,  and  which 
might  be  termed  doubtful  and  used  in  either  capacity. 
But,  since  the  spirit  of  the  German  language  struggled 
against  such  perfect  hexameters,  cunning  and  violent 
means  had  often  to  be  employed  to  conquer  it.  This 
difficulty  in  scansion  thus  brought  about  a  manner  of  ex- 
pression which  was  entirely  un-German,  which  mocked  at 
natural  feeling  and  created  Latin-Greek  turns  of  speech 
and  word-order.  The  victory  which  the  accentuating 
rhythm  had  won  over  Latin  prosody  was  again  destroyed 
by  scholastic  meters ;  the  hexameter  in  this  hard  and 
stiff  form  was  a  foreign,  intrusive  verse,  without  breath 
of  life. 

Goethe  and  Schiller  were  the  first  to  make  this  arti- 
fice of  the  school  the  property  of  their  nation  and  to 
show  themselves  greater  masters  of  the  metrics  of  verse 
than  Voss  ever  was.  Goethe  gave  up  in  his  hexameters, 
first  of  all,  that  verse-depiction  which  intentionally  re- 
produces every  sort  of  object  by  the  tread  of  the  verse. 
There  was  a  time  in  German  literature  when  those  lines 
of  Vergil  and  Ovid  were  imitated,  in  which  the  gallop- 
ing of  horses  was  represented  exclusively  by  dactyls, 
the  strokes  of  the  hammer  by  spondees,  etc. ;  Voss 
copied  such  faithfully.  Further,  Goethe  employed  the 
trochee  where  the  older  poets  had  used  the  spondee,  for 
real  spondees  are  seldom  possible  in  German.  The 
reason  for  this  difficulty  in  the  forming  of  pure  spondees 
is  not  far  to  seek.  With  the  ancients,  where  the  length 
of  a  syllable  was  something  inherent  in  itself  and  quite 
separate  from  metrical  stress,  a  syllable  in  a  spondee 
might  be  long  even  if  it  did  not  receive  this  added 
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accent ;  but  in  German,  where  length  consists  simply  in 
the  raising  of  the  voice,  it  is  impossible  to  unite  two 
syllables  into  a  spondee  when  only  one  has  the  accent. 
Apparent  spondees  such  as  SBeinberg,  ©cfyaufpiel,  fall 
easily  enough  into  trochaic  rhythm,  and  Goethe  intro- 
duced similar  words  unceremoniously  to  complete  dac- 
tyls, since  as  a  matter  of  fact  speech  passes  lightly  over 
the  second  syllable. 

The  verse  thus  adapted  to  homely  conditions  is  treated 
with  the  most  easy  grace.  Nowhere  does  the  verse  force 
itself  to  the  fore.  With  the  vague  and  happy  feeling 
of  being  borne  surely  and  easily  along  by  the  rhythmic 
element,  we  may  give  ourselves  up  to  the  untroubled 
enjoyment  of  the  material  spread  before  us.  Goethe 
owed  the  beauty  of  his  hexameter  simply  to  his  rhyth- 
mical sense  and  to  the  Tightness  of  his  feeling,  for  the 
theory  of  it  was  strange  to  him.  As  he  had  once  gone 
to  Moritz  about  his  iambus,  so  he  now  learns  of  Voss, 
and  with  a  less  happy  instinct  he  would  have  copied 
many  a  bad  habit  from  this  poet.  As  it  is,  Vossian 
artifices  appear  now  and  then  in  Hermann  und  Dorothea, 
but  they  must  be  classed  with  the  metrical  errors  of  the 
poem. 

The  verses  should  be  read  aloud  in  order  to  grasp  the 
grace  and  lightness  of  the  meter.  To  one  who  remem- 
bers Longfellow's  Evangeline,  which  is  written  in  the 
same  measure,  there  will  be  slight  difficulty  in  proper 
scansion,  especially  if  the  voice  be  made  more  orotund 
than  is  customary  with  English  reading.  As  has  been 
well  suggested,  additional  weight  must  often  be  added 
to  a  first  syllable  if  it  is  light,  and  all  difficulty 
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is  past.     Platen,  the  particular,  wrote  of  Hermann  und 
Dorothea

NOTE.  —  Before  making  use  of  the  material  for  conversation  and 
composition  herewith  offered  the  teacher  is  earnestly  requested  to  read 
the  foreword,  "To  the  Teacher." 

Section  I  consists  of  questions  on  the  text,  designed  to  bring 
out  a  reproduction  of  the  poem  in  simple  prose.  These  questions 
will  be  found  helpful  for  younger  students,  or  for  older  ones  read- 
ing the  poem  for  the  first  time.  They  are  intended  primarily  to 
increase  the  student's  vocabulary  and  to  afford  class-room  drill  in 
the  use  of  the  German  language.  They  are  discontinued  after  the 
fifth  canto,  as  it  is  felt  that  both  teacher  and  student  have  had 
sufficient  guidance  by  this  time  to  continue  on  the  same  plan  alone 
for  the  remaining  four  cantos. 

Section  II  contains  more  difficult  questions,  calculated  to  bring 
out  clearly  the  literary  composition,  the  management  of  character, 
the  style  and  general  structure  of  the  poem.  Each  canto  is  taken 
as  a  unit,  and  a  re'sume'  of  its  action  and  composition  is  required. 

Section  III  is  to  be  used  as  composition  outline.  The  ques- 
tions no  longer  follow  the  cantos  but  are  arranged  under  subject- 
matter,  as  characterization,  metrical  structure,  background,  etc.  It 
is  desirable  that  each  pupil  take  one  general  subject,  work  it  out 
as  suggested  by  the  questions,  and  write  an  essay  on  it. 

Each  section  may  be  used  independently  according  to  the  needs 
of  the  class.  A  class  that  carefully  works  out  all  three  parts  should 
make  a  decided  advance  in  power  of  expression  and  in  literary 
appreciation  of  the  text.

A{  tttliupc :  =  the  sweet-voiced.  Goethe  has  placed  at  the  beginning 
of  each  of  the  nine  cantos  of  his  poem  the  name  of  one  of  the  nine 
muses,  just  as  the  Greeks  did  with  the  different  books  of  Herodotus's 
History.  Calliope,  the  epic  muse,  properly  introduces  the  opening 
song.  —  Sdjirffal :  refers  to  the  fate  of  the  refugee  emigrants.  — 
5lttteil :  betokens  the  sympathy  with  which  the  inhabitants  of  the 
scene  of  our  story  regard  them. 

1-2.  £d&T  id)  .  .  *  tod)  .  .  .  !  $ft  tod)  .  .  . :  in  ejaculatory 
sentences  the  inverted  order  is  not  unusual.  In  such  intensive 
statement  the  verb  is  commonly  strengthened  by  bocf),  as  here. 

2.  funf$ig :  this  and  funfjebn  have  been  almost  entirely  sup- 
planted in  literary  usage  by  fiinfoig,  fimfeebn.     ^ufjig,  fufjebn,  are 
modern  colloquial  forms.
